The Federal Gov- 
ernment temporized on the que:- 
tion of State rights“ to nuilify 
Federal treaty, aud forced a treaty 
on the Cherokees, who bitterly re- 
sisted the removal and who lost 
one-quarter to oue-tuird of their 
people by death because of this re- 
moval * ° * Tue treaties 
all provide that the western homes 
of the Indians shall never have the 
laws of Siate or Territory extended 
over them. The act of Georgia in 
its unjust assertion of State right 
over these people was bitterly 
atoned and the errorinthe principle 
corrected at heavy cost. To say, 
under the shadow of their churches 
and schools an l courts, that the Ju- 
dians are hopelessly welded to bar- 
barism is an absurdity. To look at 
their worst and to judge tbence of 
the whole is as unreasonable as it 
would be to look into the purlieu; 
of a great New York and judge 
thence that Americans are incapa- 
ble of civilization. The white man, 
adventurous, fres less, eager, looks

Al Rochester 
busine:s is entirely suspended, trains 
are stalled in the snow, and the people 
are suffering severely. 

At Albany the storm raged with un- 
precedeuted jury. The streets are 
blockaded with snow, and all railroad 
traffic is suspended, 

At Saratoga forty inches of snow is 
reported, and a furious gale is biowing 
from all poin's of the compass. 

From Pittsvurg similar reports have 
been received, Ny trains have arrived 
from the east since lastnight. Every- 
thing is bicckaded with snow, All 
trains are snow bound, and there is lit- 
tle pro pect of tueir getting out for 21 
hours. At some places the snow 
drifted as high as six fet, and there 
are miles ani mites of freight trains 
waiting to get through. Never before 
in the history of the railroads bas 
there been such a biockade. The cold 
weather will be very severe on train- 
men and passengers, as the thermom- 
eter at most places is below zero, No 
wnails have arrived from the east since

EDITOR GAZETTE: I am informed 
by Commissioner Honeyman that 
a beavy snowstorm prevailed in 
Clover Valley and southward ou 
Friday the second day of March, 
which fell to the depth of fourteen 
inches on the level. He also ia- 
formed me that the cattlemen in 
his neighburbood were anxious 
about their cattle on the ranges, as 
it is pow about the calving sea-on, 
and the last heavy weather during 
this period, even if. it is only rain, 
is dis:.strous to the cal ves, ani more 
loss is now anticipated than from 
any other suurce to the stock on 
the ranges. | 

MINES AND MINING. 

Mineral Hill Mining District and 
town, $formerly within tbe 
boundaries of Elko county, and situ- 
ated near the southern line, is now 
situated in Eureka county. The 
district is located about fivé miles 
east of the Eureka & Palisade 
r.ilroad, on the eastern edge of 
White Pine valley, upon en ele- 
vated plateau, ani in its ear y 
days of prosperity was one of the 
most sprightly and well-to-do min- 
ing camps in Eastern Nevada, 
The croppings of the Mineral Hill 
were fabulously rich, and at that 
time created a great deal of excite 
ment in mining circles and among 
mining operators. This icterest- 
ing district is abundantly supplied 
with pine nut timber in close prox- 
imity for mining and milliug pur- 
poses. All ot the chief mines are 
located on the west side and top of 


a neighboring rau ge of low bills a 
few hundred yards from the town 
and mill. This somewhat bioken 
and detached range seems to be a 
part of the system of mouvtaius 
and zone of minerals upon which is 
eituated Kailroad Mining District, 
and on a line with Eureka, Mowray 
and Tybo. It was discovered and 
organized June 7, 1869, and the first 
aud most noted levatious were the 
Live Yankee, Pogewip, Austin and 
Graut. These claims were worked 
ny the several locators with con- 
Aue able success and profit. 

mineral formation is limestone, but 
notwithstanding this fact ig freo- 
milling ore. Tul- is something un- 
usual with miueral found iu this 
formation. The large builion out- 
put from these mines soon attracted 
the attention of capitalists, aud 
George D. Roberts, William Lent 
and others, purchased there mines 
aod built a large first-class quartz 
mill, which is to-day one. of the 
finest east of the sink of the Hum- 
boldt, as all of the necessary appii- 
auces and agencies for raving gold 
and silver have been added to it 
from time to time. Mr. Koberts’ 
company was kuobwn as the Min- 
eral Hill Silver Mining C mpaay, 
which was purchased by them for 
the 3 sum of $450,000 
from the original locators. This 
cerporation, after working the mine 
successfully and taking out a 
l amount of bullion, sold their 
entire property to Taylor & Sous of 
Loodon, who operated the mines 
and the mill under the name and 
style of Mineral Hill Mini: g (Com- 
pany, Limited. These geuciemen 
paid Roberts & Co. the} rincely sum 
of $1,200,000. They worked the 
mines and mill until the latter 
part of 1874,during which time they 
took out and shipped bullion to the 
value of $5,500,000. About this 
time the company had worked out 
the several chambers of rich ore 
that had been opened out in several 
of the ledges. The management uf- 
ter this did not seem inclined to 
prospect or do any dead work in 
seeking for new ore bodies, and 
hence the property remained nomi- 
inally idl- for quitea while, when 
it was purchased again by an: ther 
company cem i of John . 
Crombie, John Spencer, aud John 
MeCabe, ali of whom were old pio- 
neera of the place aad knew well 
the value of the property, Under 
the new order of things the mill 
and mines have been run anid 
worked during a portion of the 
summer and fall months each year 
ever since with marked and ati 
factory results. There are 35,000 
tons of old tailings that were bu-- 
banded up during the Roberts ad- 
ministration which give au aver- 
age assay of $15 per ton. Besides 
this, there ix any amount of low 
grade ore that will work from $40 
io $45 per ton, and occasionally 
pockers are found that go from 860 
to $100 per ton. It is estimate by 
the gentlemen who pow own the 
preperty that the grand total ot 
bullion extracted from these mines 
from the first ore that was worked 
to the last ruu of the mili during 
the past summer is considerable 
ver $6,000,000.

A remarkable feature of the invention 
used as a typewriter is, that the carriage 
moves antowatically both forward and 
backward.
